POINTS FOE SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


Questions Suggested by John Trainer, 


County Superintendent— 


Tne Answers. 


The certificate held by our teacher expires 


in January, 1886. Will you please tell us wheth- 
er we can employ him to teach our school for 
a term of eight mouths, or not?" 


Answer. Tou cannot employ him foi a time 


beyond that covered by the life of his certifi- 
cate. When his certificate expires, he is not 
recognized by the law as a teacher, and you 
are liable for any orders drawn lor time taught 
without a legal certificate. 


'We have hired our teacher in this wise We 
each desire to employ him, but were not in 
special or regular meeting when the contract 
was made. Have we made a legal contract?" 


• No; your contract Is not valid. Tou 


have no more right to employ a teacher at any 
other than a regular or special meeting than 
you have to sign an order upon the school 
fund without this meeting. The l«w Is specific 
upon tbli point. In this Instance It is but 
proper and right that the directors should call 
a meeting, and vote upon the employment of 
a teacher In order to settle any doubts that 
may arise on this question. 


We have employed Mr. 
to teach our 
school for tbe fall and winter; he has no cer- 
tificate yet, but says he will be examined in 
September. Would you advise us to wait upon 
him'" 


Amwer: Aa you have no contract we cannot 


advise you In this case. The teacher must pos- 
sess a valid certificate covering the time for 
which he employs. (See Scaool Law p. 33, sec- 
tions 50 and 52.) 
. 


"Would you advise us to have a written con- 
tract with our teacher?" 


Answer. Yes 
This is but fair and Just to 


all parties. The law requires it. If there was 
no other reason than thut of having a definite 
understanding, this alone would be enough. 
We advise the habit of having written con- 
tracts. 
"We have employed a teacher fora term of 


five months. If we gh o the teacher the legal 
holidays, will we have complied with the law'" 


Answer' If by deducting these legal holidays, 


you still have one hundred and ten days actu- 
ally taught, then you will have compiled with 
the law; if this is not the case, then you must 
have this time made up at the end of thi> term. 


The school officers who met during the ses- 


sion of the Teachers' Institute unanimously 
voted to hold a series of meetings during tbe 
fall and winter. The first will be called some 
time In October.
